Lodz, Fob. 6.—The situation here 
has reached a critical stage and it will 
be decided Monday whether the con­ 
flict shall end or the strike continue. 
The employers met on Saturday and 
decided to reopen all their factories 
on Monday, when men reporting for 
work will be re-engaged and the re­ 
mainder discharged. A large number 
of workmen are disposed to resume, 
but fear that the malcontents will em­ 
ploy coercion. 
The newly appointed governor gen­ 
eral, Areimovitch, is giving the closest 
attention to the situation. In the 
course of an interview the governor 
general said that Monday would be 
the critical test. If the strikers once 
resume, the strike will be broken. Be- 
ing asked whether he considered the 
strike a political movement the gov­ 
ernor general answered: 
“Yes and no. It is a labor move- 
ment, but the strikers’ specific de­ 
mands wore suggested by political agi­ 
tators, who are foreigners.” 
He expressed himself as being con­ 
fident that order will be maintained, 
though they are handicapped by the 
insufficiency of the police force, which 
numbers only 800. The governor gen­ 
eral said he was averse to using sol­ 
diers, who made bad policemen. 
The state of siege Is still maintain­ 
ed here and the streets are being pa- 
troled by military. All travelers are 
carefully scrutinized. 
Thirty strike 
leaders, mostly foreigners, have been 
arrested. 
The strike movement in Poland has 
spread to the governments of Warsaw. 
Petrikau. Kalisz. Radom, Lublin and 
Suvalki. Martial law has been de­ 
clared in Kailisz, Radom and Siedlic.

Railroad Rata Legislation to the Fore 
in the House. 
Washington, Feb. 6.—Railway rate 
legislation is to have the right of way 
in the house of representatives during 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday. 
The rule making the bill giving the- m- 
terstate^-eemmerce commission the 
power to fix rates a special order of 
business during sessions which are to 
begin an hour earlier on Tuesday and 
"Wednesday, will cause a lively debate 
on Monday. Opposition against tlm 
interstate commerce commission will 
be voiced during the debate on the 
rule. This opposition may come from 
the minority developed in the Repub­ 
lican conference on Friday as well as 
from the Democrats of the house. If 
the two should unite to defeat the 
rule, those who have counted noses 
say this could be accomplished. Should 
the rule be adopted, as is the belief of 
the majority leaders,-Jt. will leave no 
opportunity to make their showing of 
strength on the Davey bill, to be of­ 
fered as a substitute for the Eseh- 
Townsend bill, when the time comes 
to vote on that measure at 4 o’clock 
Wednesday. The discussion will be 
interrupted on Wednesday to permit 
the two houses of congress to assem­ 
ble in the hall of the house and count 
the electoral vote for president and 
vice president. This impressive cere­ 
mony will begin promptly at 1 o’clock 
on Wednesday. President Pro Tern 
Frye will occupy a seat beside Speak­ 
er Cannon and preside over the as­ 
sembly. The senators will be seated 
in reserved spaces on the floor. Tel 
lers appointed by both houses and 
both political parties have been ap­ 
pointed and will review and announce 
the vote. After the announcement of 
the result the railway rates debate will 
continue. 
With this object out of the way the 
balance of the week will be devoted to 
the consideration of the naval and 
river and harbors appropriations bills.

Czar Did Not Represent Them. 
St. Peters^%rg, Feb. 6.—The work 
men to the number of 4,000 in the car 
shops here have drawn up a manifes­ 
to disclaiming the delegates who were 
put forward as representing them in 
the deputation which visited Emperor 
Nicholas at Tsarskoe Selo on Wednes­ 
day, Feb. 1. They assert that these 
men were selected by the employers 
and were not representatives of the 
workmen. 
The employes of one or two other 
factories may follow suit, but the 
workmen in general are inclined to 
stand by the deputation. 
There were a few slight collisions 
between Lessner’s workmen and the 
police guarding the factory Sunday. 
Poland however, still continues to 
be the storm center of disturbances. 
Though the strike has ceased in some 
establisments it has assumed a more 
important phase by its extension to 
the groat coal mines and sugar facto­ 
ries and three more governments have 
been placed under martial law. Po­ 
lice and Cossacks have had to break 
up a number of demonstrations and 
quell disorders, but as yet there has 
been no repetition of rioting on the 
scale of the first collisions 
Strikes in Tiflis and other parts of 
the Caucasus are few and the present 
one does not attract much attention 
except as bearing on the general sit­ 
uation in Russia.

James C. Kennedy Puts Seven Bullets 
Into Howard M. Ebner. 
Pittsburg, Feb. tí.—Maddened by the 
alleged infidelity of his wife, James C. 
Kennedy, foreman at the plant of the 
Union Spring and Manufacturing com­ 
pany at New Kensington, sent, seven 
bullets into the body of Howard M. 
Ebner, a young telegraph operator, 
Sunday. Kennedy gave himself up im- 
mediately after the shooting and was 
lodged in jail here. Mrs. Kennedy 
was also arrested and is being held as 
an accessory. The 
shooting was 
seemingly planned with deliberation, 
for Kennedy waited near Ebner’s 
boardinghouse until Ebner returned 
from work, when Kennedy walked up 
to Ebner on the street and pressing 
his revolver against Ebner’s breast 
fired two shots, both taking effect. 
Ebner started to run. Kennedy fired 
the three remaining bullets at the flee­ 
ing man, each taking effect, and Eb­ 
ner fell, face downward, a few feet 
from the door of his boardinghouse. 
Kennedy advanced and coolly bending 
over the prostrate man, sent two more 
bullets into his head. Leaving his 
victim lying where he had fallen, Ken­ 
nedy strode to the police station and 
surrendered. 


Los Angeles street, Saturday night, 
puzzles the police. 
Rev. Bently, according to a story 
told by Mrs. Dougless, proprietress of 
the lodginghouse, applied for a room 
about 8 o’clock Saturday night. Ho 
was accompanied

Mrs. Dougless 
then went to seek assistance, but, re­ 
turning a few moments later, found a 
young man named Haines, a lodger, 
holding Bently’s head. Haines left, 
saying he was going for a doctor, but 
has not been seen since. Mrs. Doug­ 
lass finally summoned the police, but 
Bently was dead. 
The body was removed to the 
morgue late Saturday night, and was 
not identified until Sunday. When 
search of his clothing was made it was 
found that his gold watch w'as missing 
and that his pockets contained only 
$1.05. An autopsy was held Sunday, 
and it was found that death was due 
to heart disease. The police are 
searching for the mysterious veiled 
woman who accompanied Bently, al­ 
though they do not think she is in any 
way responsible for his death. 
Rev. Bently and his wife arrived in 
Los Angeles Friday and took apart­ 
ments at 300 Olive street. 
Previous to 1890 Bently was promi­ 
nently identified with the Prohibition 
party, being successively three times 
candidate of that party for United 
States senator from Nebraska. He 
was sixty-one years old..

In easting about for novelties to en­

Hie ranch company, found one which 
he believes would he a lively attrac­ 
tion, says a Bliss (Okla.) correspondent 
of the Kansas City Star. The prelimb 
' 
nary steps of his discovery have cost 
him $500, and tile cost may be greater 
before he lias finished. 
Bauch “101” has a small herd of bnf- 
- 
faloes, 
purchased at Hie Goodnight 
, 
ranch in the Texas Panhandle. Miller 
decided to break two young buffalo 
bulls for driving purposes, believing 
that a rid** behind two buffalo road- 
, 
stern would delight the visiting editors. 
Miller begall his buffalo “busting” one 
Sunday not long ago, and nearly every 
cowboy on the ranch joined in tin* 
, 
spurt. 
Two expert “ropers" saddled 
their ponies anil started in pursuit of 
two young bulls that were grazing in a 
' 
nearby pasture. Both bulls were wild 
aud galloped away at full speed. The 
day was cold, but the high speed of the 
cow ponies told on the buffaloes. 
One of the bulls was roped around 
Its neck. 
Being stronger than a steer, 
it dragged the pony with it. though 
the pony furrowed the sand with Its 
feet. Then, with eyes flaming like two 
coals and its tail erect. It gave a bel­ 
low and charged the pony, which clev­ 
erly dodged the onslaught. 
Another 
cowboy threw a lariat over the buf­ 
falo's horns, and the horsemen were 
safe, as they could hold the buffalo be­ 
tween them. 
The prediction was made that the 
buffalo could not be tamed to drive. 
“Buffalo” Jones, now a gamekeeper iii 
Yellowstone park, in the early nine­ 
ties owned a large herd near Garden 
City, Kau., and killed a number in a t­ 
tempts to tame them. 
Jones declared 
that when too greatly enraged a buffa­ 
lo seemed able to die of its own voli­ 
tion. 
It would stiffen its limbs and 
in a moment or two fall dead. 
Miller 
would not listen to warning and said 
that lie would have a driving team if 
he used up every buffalo on his ranch. 
Another buffalo was roped, and the 
two were fastened by their heads se­ 
curely to a stout corral. 
Bridles were 
slipped over their heads and harness 
thrown from a safe distance on to their 
backs. 
The tongue of a heavy freight 
wagon was shoved between them aud 
fixed into the neck yoke. 
The traces 
were fastened to the singletrees with 
a long hooked iron rod. 
A lariat was 
fastened around tho horns of each buf­ 
falo and held by mounted cowboys to 
prevent a general smashup In a stam ­ 
pede. 
Once securely harnessed, the buffalos 
were turned loose. 
They broke, mad 
and bellowing, for the open prairie, the 
wagon lilied with reckless cowboys, 
who fired their pistols to increase the 
speed of the lumbering team. 
The 
buffalos tried repeatedly to turn upon 
each other and light, but were held 
apart by the mounted cowboys. 
As 
the buffalos grew wearied their speed 
decreased, but their rage grew more 
furious. 
Finally they balked, and trou- 
Tde began in earnest. 
The larger luff I- 
dropped to its knees, with its fore­ 
head iii the dust. 
Prodding did not 
move it. 
Then it rolled over on its 
side and glared with red eyes at its 
tormentors. The other bull turned side- 
wise and tried to break loose from its 
harness. 
Remembering the experience of “Buf­ 
falo” Jones, the prostrate buffalo w as 
unhitched, “tailed” to its feet and led 
toward the corral. 
When near the cor­ 
ral the buffalo lowered its head and 
charged with Its full strength against 
a heavy corral post. 
The shock was 
terrific, and blood burst from the ani­ 
mal’s nostrils. Three times the buffalo 
charged like a battering rani before 
the cowboys could tighten their ropes. 
The animal was worth easily $500, 
and Miller decided to confine it in a 
box stall in the ranch stable till its an ­ 
ger had cooled. 
When the buffalo was 
draw n with ropes into the stall it fas­ 
tened both horns under the feed box, 
stiffened its legs in a desperate attem pt 
to tear loose the timbers and remained 
in t Ii in attitude for possibly ten sec­ 
onds. Then it. relaxed as lf struck in a 
vital spot, fell to the ground and was 
dead with scarcely a struggle. 
“ ITI have a buffalo team if I have to 
buy every buffalo In tile country,” said 
Miller. “ITI bet they can he trained to 
drive just the same as a steer or a 
horse. The trouble is we are not on to 
the curves of buffalo ‘busting,’ but 
we’ll learn.” 
Next day the other bull was roped 
again and hitched to a buggy. 
The 
Ponca Indians had heard of w hat was 
going on and came in numbers to see 
the fun. By careful handling to avoid 
angering the buffalo too greatly it w as 
driven short distances. 
This buffalo 
survived the drive, but left Miller u n ­ 
certain as to whether or not without 
spending a small fortune he will be 
able to drive a buffalo team along the 
highways of Oklahoma by next sum ­ 
mer. In a letter to Miller Charles Good­ 
night said that he believed it possible 
to tam e a buffalo to drive if one with 
the right temperament can Ive found, 
but the losses in experiment would be 
too great to make the undertaking prof­ 
itable.

day on ranch “101,” near Bliss, Okla., 
next summer, Joe Miller, president of 
! the ranch company, found one which 
he believes would be a lively attrac- 
I tion, says a Bliss (Okla.) correspondent 
! of the Kansas City Star. The prelimi- 
: nary steps of his discovery have cost 
j him $500, and the cost may be greater 
before he has finished. 
Ranch “101” has a small herd of buf­ 
faloes, 
purchased at the Goodnight 
ranch in the Texas Panhandle. Miller 
deckled to break two young buffalo 
bulls for driving purposes, believing 
that a ride behind two buffalo road­ 
sters would delight the visiting editors. 
Miller began his buffalo “busting" one 
Sunday not long ago, and nearly every 
cowboy on the ranch joined in the 
sport. 
Two expert “ropers” saddled 
their ponies niul started in pursuit of 
two young bulls that were grazing in a 
nearby pasture. Both bulls were wild 
and galloped away at full speed. The 
day was cold, but the high speed of the 
cow ponies told on the buffaloes. 
One of the bulls was roped around 
Its neck. 
Being stronger than a steer, 
it dragged the pony with it, though 
the pony furrowed tlie sand with its 
feet. Then, with eyes tiaming like two 
coals and its tail erect, it gave a bel­ 
low' and charged the pony, which clev­ 
erly dodged the onslaught. 
Another 
cowboy threw’ a lariat over the buf­ 
falo’s horns, and the horsemen were 
safe, as they could hold the buffalo be­ 
tween them. 
The prediction was made that the 
buffalo could not be tamed to drive. 
“Buffalo” Jones, now a gamekeeper In 
Yellowstone park, in the early nine­ 
ties owned a large herd near Garden 
City, Ivan., and killed a number In a t­ 
tempts to tame them. 
Jones declared 
that when too greatly enraged a buffa­ 
lo seemed able to die of its own voli­ 
tion. 
It would stiffen its limbs and 
in a moment or twTo fall dead. 
Miller 
would not listen to warning and said 
that he would have a driving team if 
lie us»>d up every buffalo on bis ranch. 
Another buffalo was roped, and the 
two were fastened by their heads se­ 
curely to a stout corral. 
Bridles were 
slipped over their heads and harness 
thrown from a safe distance on to tlieir 
backs. 
The tongue of a heavy freight 
wagon was shoved between them and 
fixed into the neck yoke. 
The traces 
were fastened to the singletrees with 
i long hooked iron rod. 
A lariat was 
fastened around the horns of each buf­ 
falo and held by mounted cowboys to 
prevent a general sm ashup in a stam ­ 
pede. 
Once securely harnessed, the buffalos 
were turned loose. 
They broke, mad 
and bellowing, for the open prairie, the 
wagon filled witli reckless cowboys, 
who lired their pistols to increase the 
speed of the lumbering team. 
The 
buffalos tried repeatedly to turn upon 
each other and fight, but were held 
apart by the mounted cowboys. 
As 
the buffalos grew wearied their speed 
decreased, but their rage grew more 
furious. 
Finally they balked, and trou­ 
ble began in earnest.

The other bull turned side­ 
wise and tried to break loose from its 
harness. 
Remembering the experience of “Buf­ 
falo” Jones, tHe prostrate buffalo was 
unhitched, “tailed” to its feet and led 
toward the corral. 
When near the cor­ 
ral the buffalo lowered its head and 
charged with its full strength against 
a heavy corral post. 
The shock was 
terrific, and blood burst from tiie ani­ 
mal's nostrils. 
Three times tlie buffalo 
charged like a battering ram before 
the cowboys could tighten their ropes. 
The animal was worth easily $500, 
and Miller decided to confine it in a 
box stall in the ranch stable till its an ­ 
ger had cooled. 
When the buffalo was 
draw n with ropes into the stall it f a s ­ 
tened both horns under the feed box, 
stiffened its legs in a desperate attem pt 
to tear loose the timbers and remained 
in tiiis attitude for possibly ten sec­ 
onds. Then It relaxed as If struck in a 
vital spot, fell to the ground and was 
dead with scarcely a struggle. 
“I’ll have a buffalo team if I have to 
buy every buffalo In the country,” said 
Miller. “I’ll bet they can be trained to 
drive just the same as a steer or a 
horse. The trouble is we are not on to 
the curves of buffalo ‘busting,* but 
we'll learn.”

Many people in lirainerd, among them 
business men, have beeome very pessi­ 
mistic regarding the N. 1*. shops in this 
city, and whenever there is a lay-olT of 
men they usually jump at the conclusion 
that everything is going to wreck and 
ruin, anti little by little other rumors 
are circulated until there is generallv a 
feeling of unrestfulness. 
It is true that 
during the past month or two times 
have been slack in 
Brainerd, but the 
la t lay off on Friday night, when 100 
men were let out, will, it is thought, be 
a good thing, not only for the men them­ 
selves, but for the city. 
Naturally it is a bad thing to be out 
of a job and the 100 unfortunates who 
were let out have the sympathy of the 
community. 
Many of these were old 
men who had worked at toe shops for 
years, some of them as long as fifteen 
years, but from the view point of the 
company in the end the results will fee a 
good thing. 
These men were working 
short hours and 
were making barely 
enough to subsist on. 
Now they can go 
where work will be wore plentiful. 
The direct good that has resulted 
from tho lay off is the? fact that the men 
who are now working in all departments 
have been put on a nine hour a «lay 
schedule instead of eight hours as here­ 
tofore and they will work C days a week 
instead of five. 
Before the lay off it is estimated that 
there were about 800 men on the pay J 
roll. 
These 800 men were working on 
an eight hour schedule five days a week, j 
This made 40 hours to a man in the j 
week, or a total of .'>2,000 hours a week j 
for the whole force. 
Figuring that 100J 
men vsvre laid off it ¡-till leaves 700 men 
at work. 
These men arc working nine! 
hours a day six days a week, or .’d hours j 
to a man in the week, a total of .'17,800 
hours a w*eek for the entiro force a."» j 
against .'12,000 hours under 
the 
old « 
regime. 
This is a net gam in hours of 
5,800 a week, which makes a material 
difference. 
This w ill al>o mean that 
all the men now working will have larg j 
er checks and will l»e able to meet their 
obligations much easier. 
While it is regretted that many of the 
old men are laid off, it can be readily 
>een that it will result in a direct bene 
tit to those who are at work, if the com­ 
pany keeps up the schedule now in force, 
and there is every reason to believe that 
it will.

low speed, or at high if necessary, and 
your cold room will soon be thoroughly 
warmed.

energy.

Lay-Off Friday Night at Northern 


Pacific Shop Not so Disas­ 


trous After All, in 


VIEW OF OTHER CIRCUMSTANCES 


Men Now Employed in the Shops, 


About TOO, Are 
Working 


Nine Hours a Day. 


Many people in Brainerd, among them 
business men, have become very pessi­ 
mistic regarding the N. I*, shops in this 
city, and whenever there is a lay-off of 
men they usually jump at the conclusion 
that everything is going to wreck and 
ruin, and little by little other rumors 
are circulated until thoro is generally a 
folding of unrestfulness. 
It is true that 
during the past month or two times 
have been slack in Brainerd, but the 
last lay-off on Friday night, when IOO 
men were let out, will, it is thought, be 
a Rood thing, not only for the men them­ 
selves, but for the city. 
Naturally it is a bad thing to be out 
of a job and the IOO unfortunates who 
were let out have the sympathy of the 
community. 
Many of these were old 
men who had worked at toe shops for 
years, some of them as long as fifteen 
years, but from the view point of the 
company in the end the results will boa 
good thing. These men were working 
short hours and were making barely 
enough to subsist on. Now they can go 
where work will be more plentiful. 
The direct good that has resulted 
from the lay-off is the fact that the men 
who are now working in all departments 
have been put on a nine hour a day 
schedule instead of eight hours as here­ 
tofore and they will work 0 days a week 
instead of five. 
Before the lay off it is estimated that 
there were about 800 men on the pay 
roll. These 800 Mien were working on 
an eight hour schedule five days a week. 
This made 40 hours to a man in tho 
week, or a total of .12,000 hours a week 
for the whole force. 
Figuring that IOO 
men were laid off it still leaves TOO men 
at work. These men are working nine 
hours a day six days a week, or 54 hours 
to a man in the week, a total of 37,800 
hours a week for the entire 
against 32,000 hours umler 
regime. This is a net gain in 
5,800 a week, which makes a 
difference. 
This will also mean that 
all tho men now working will have larg­ 
er checks and will be able to meet their 
obligations much easier. 
While it is regretted that many of the 
old men are laid off, it can be readily 
seen that it will result in a direct bene­ 
fit to those who are at work, if the com­ 
pany keeps up the schedule now in force, 
and there is every reason to believe that 
it will.

unions regarding apprentices, and most 
workmen in the city know of the experi­ 
ment made in the shops to demonstrate 
tho amount of work done by tho skilled 
machinists. 
I never heard a complaint 
about the quality of the work done in 
the Brainerd shops. They are suppos­ 
ed to be model in that respect. 
3. Times are not hard in other places. 
The Trades and Labor assembly of Du­ 
luth has recent reports from all its 
branches and thoy report conditions in 
all but the house-building trades as ex­ 
ceptionally good.

This 
exactly where the unions should shine. 
They should endeavor at all times to 
get their members more work at the 
best wages for the best work. 
And I did not say the shopmen should 
ask, I said the shopmen and business 
men should ask. The railroad gets all 
its money from the men who pay the 
freight, and they are entitled to consid­ 
eration. 
There is not the least doubt in my 
mind that if the citizens of Brainerd 
had asked that a few cars be built in 
Brainerd thisgwinter, tho cars would 
have been built. The N. P. Ry. Co. has 
always had a good hearted lot of officials, 
many of|them residents of Brainerd at 
one time or another, and they would be 
willing enough to help the city as long 
as they were helping the railroad. 
I think I may say that about two 
years ago, by simply calling a certain 
high otlicial’s attention to the fact that 
a proposed reduction in the Brainerd 
pay roll would be an injury to the city 
and the railroad the reduction was not 
made.

Lay-Off Triday Night at Northern 


Pacific Shop Not so Disas­ 


trous After All, in 


VIEW OF OTHER CIRCUMSTANCES 


Men Now Employed in the Shops, 


About 700, 
Are 
Working 


Nine Hours a Day. 
Many people in Brainerd, among them 
business men, have become very pessi­ 
mistic regarding the N. P. shops in this 
city, and whenever there is a lay-olT of 
men they usually jump at the conclusion 
that everything is going to wreck and 
ruin, and little by little other rumors 
are circulated until there is generally a 
feeling of unrestfulness. It is true that 
during the past month or two times 
have been slack in Brainerd, but the 
la>t lay-off on Friday night, when 1(X> 
men were let out, will, it is thought, be 
a good thing, not only for the men them­ 
selves, but for the city. 
Naturally it is a bad thing to be out 
of a job and the 100 unfortunates who 
were let out have the sympathy of the 
community. Many of these were old 
men who had worked at tne shops for 
years, some of them as long as tifteen 
years, but from the view point of the 
company in the end the results will be a 
good thing. These men were working 
short hours and w’ere making barely 
enough to subsist on. Now they can go 
where work will be snore plentiful. 
The direct good that has resulted 
from the lay-off is the fact that the men 
who are now working in all departments 
have been put on a nine hour a day 
schedule instead of eight hours as here­ 
tofore and they will work (5 days a week 
instead of live. 
Before the lay-off it is estimated that 
there were about 800 men on the pay 
roll. These 800 wien were working on 
an eight hour schedule live days a week. 
This made 40 hours to a man in the 
week, or a total of 32,000 hours a week 
for the whole force. Figuring that UK) 
men were laid off it still leaves 700 men 
at work. These men are working nine j 
hours a day six days a week, or 54 hours ) 
to a man in the week, a total of 37,800' 
hours a week for the entire force as j 
against 32,000 hours under 
regime. This is a net gain in 
5,800 a week, which makes a 
difference. This will also mean that 
all the men now working will have larg­ 
er checks and will be able to meet their 
obligations much easier. 
While it is regretted that many of the 
old men are laid off, it can be readily 
seen that it will result in a direct bene­ 
fit to those who are at work, if the com­ 
pany keeps up the schedule now in force, 
and there is every reason to believe that 
it will.

unions regarding apprentices, and most 
workmen in the city know of the experi­ 
ment made in the shops to demonstrate 
the amount of work done by the skilled 
machinists. I never heard a compláint 
about the quality of the work done in 
the Brainerd shops. They are suppos­ 
ed to be model in that respect. 
3. Times are not hard in other places. 
The Trades and Labor assembly of Du­ 
luth has recent reports from all its 
branches and they report conditions in 
all but the house-building trades as ex­ 
ceptionally good. If times were dull in 
other places, it would not explain why 
the N. P. Ry. Co., with forty thousand 
cars to build, did not build a few dozen 
of them in Brainerd, which would have 
kept its men busy all winter and brought 
money into its own town, which brings 
me to Mr. Heron’s letter, and I only ask 
the signers to explain the above. 
4. No employer of average common 
sense or decency would feel insulted if 
his employees asked him for more work. 
He would think to himself, these aro 
good workmen, they want work, such 
men are apt to do their work well, they 
ought tobe encouraged and I will give 
them all the Ivvork I can: especially 
when it is for his benefit to do so. This 
is exactly where the unions should shine. 
They should endeavor at all times to 
get their members more work at the 
best wages for the best work. 
And I did not say the shopmen should 
ask, I said the shopmen and business 
men should ask. The railroad gets all 
its money from the men who pay the 
freight, and they are entitled to consid­ 
eration. 
There is not the least doubt in my 
mind that if the citizens of Brainerd 
had asked that a few cars be built in 
Brainerd thisjwinter, the cars would 
have been built. The N. P. Ry. Co. has 
always had a good hearted lot of officials, 
rnany of|them residents of Brainerd at 
one time or another, and they would be 
willing enough to help the city as long 
as they were helping the railroad. 
I think 1 may say that about two 
years ago, by simply calling a certain 
high official’s attention to the fact that 
a proposed reduction in the Brainerd 
pay roll would be an injury to the city 
and the railroad the reduction was not 
made.

Of course Brainerd fans would be 
glad to have a league team but it is 
loubtful if enough encouragement would 
be given anyor.e, in view of past ox 
poriences, to warrant them coming in, 
f it is financial support from the city 
that they are seeking. 
Mr. Skillings among other things in 
his communication says: “The North­ 
ern Baseball league will be a winner 
from a financial standpoint the coming 
season if the theories of the officers are 
realized, and at the same time the fans 
will have less to complain of than dur- 
ng the season of 1904. It has been 
definitely decided to have eight clubs in 
the league this year, Superior and 
Crookston having been dropped, and 
there are now but four in tlie league 
Duluth, Grand Forks, Winnipeg and 
Fargo. This will make it necessary to 
receive four entirely new clubs, and 
seven or eight towns are clamoring to 
bo let in. it is certain that Brainerd 
and Rt. Cloud will be two of the new 
ones to be represented, and then there 
are Breekenridge, Bismarck, Wahpeton, 
Fergus Falls and others from which to 
select the other two.

“Brainerd and Rt. Cloud will bo two 
good towns to have in the league. 
Games of only local interest attracted as 
many as 2,400 people Sundays last season 
n Brainerd, and St. Cloud is as good a 
town as they make for legitimate sport 
of any kind. Loss is known here of the 
advantages that the other towns under 
consideration have from tin* standpoint 
of baseball, but they all seem to be eager 
and promise satisfactory patronage.

w hen he resigned from the arm y some 
tim e a fte r the w ar w ith China he beg­ 
ged th a t he be perm itted to ta k e his 
arm y horses home w ith him and feed 
them, saying tb a t the governm ent then 
would not have to spend money on 
them . 
T h a t w as th e excuse he gave, 
but all his friends knew he m ade the 
offer because he could not bear to la* 
separated from bis beloved chargers. 
So you know w hy he has built a m a g ­ 
nificent European stable, which is kept 
very clean ami sweet, nnd takes such 
pride in giving his horses fine care. 
A fter you puss the stable you w alk 
through a finely kept garden, showing 
num erous cherry trees, along a neat 
path to the left, and soon you come 
upon th e general’s home. 
It, too, is of 
brick, built in E u rop ean styl**, nnd, like 
the stable, show s th a t Mr. Nogi is pos­ 
sessed **f a progressive mind and b e­ 
lieves that he and his fam ily should 
have th e best com forts th a t he can 
give w ith o u t being at all e x tr a v a g a n t 
R eaching th»* home, I w alked up tie* 
broad w h ite stone steps, w hich had 
ju st been scrubb«*d, p ressed the electric 
button an d w as politely introduce 1 into 
a most beautiful parlor. 
T here w as a 
round teak table in th e center, w ith 
com fortable leather seated chairs plat­ 
ed artistically about, and above the tu- 
I ble w ere suspended electric lights. 
On 
the front wall and alm ost covering it 
w as a great m ap of A siatic R ussia and 
M anchuria. 
H anging 
by 
the stove 
wen* tin* imperial decorations in trarocs, 
while 011 th e shelves w ere stuffed birds, 
photographs of relatives anti friends 
and cannon balls. 
E veryw here w ere 
bookcases, oil filled w ith num erous m il­ 
itary books and nil looking aa if they 
had been read over and over until their 
contents w ere know n by heart, as my 
A m erican friends w ould say. T he floor 
w as hidden by beautiful rugs, bear and 
tiger skins, while iu th e entrance w ere 
four ancient arm o r cases, a gift saddle, 
pears of all sorts covering tin* walls, 
and on the liatrnck th<* general’s r*\l 
hats and other m ilitary hats, w ith gold 
bands, nnd several swords. 
I w as received by the hitsujt (care­ 
taker), an old m an of about fifty years. 
A fter th e ordinary salutations and in 
reply to my questions be politely in­ 
forme«! m e th a t the general’s fam ily 
consisted of his w ife, Hhidzo, forty-five 
years; Shouten, tw enty-six years, first 
son, and Hoten, tw enty-four years, sec 
ond son. T he elder son h ad g raduated 
from the m ilitary school tw o years be­ 
fore, had joined the Second arm y nnd 
had ended with great honor nnd valor 
at N anshan, w here he w as prom ote /1 to 
a lieutenant a fte r death and decorated. 
The second son g rad u ated D ecem ber of 
last y**ar. Joined th e cavalry and w ent 
to the front w ith his brother. T he gen­ 
era i d e p a rt'd soon after, anil now the 
wife w as at home w ith four servants. 
So m uch the ca re tak er told 111«*. Boon 
I learned th a t w hen Shouteu w as about 
to leave home In M arch in* turn ed to 
his fath er and said: 
“ 1 am triad 1 am going to the front. 
T here is no hop** of my coming back, 
and I Wish m other to take th«* best care 
of herself, 
If I die pleas/ 1 praise my 
deeds. You no doubt will also go to the 
front, but we m ay fight in different 
place-», ho I Will tell you goodby now. 
Father, shall we m ake a race for the 
coo* 1 nam e we m ay secure on th e bat- 
tlefleldt” 
But before the fath er could answ er 
H oten spoke up enthusiasticallyr 
"Let me go into the race also.” 
Th*' general smiled and said; 
“Well, It is well.

Home tim e later, when he, too, Was 
sum m oned to fight for the empertn*, the 
general said:

ed th a t in bis home his com m ands nr** 
not even heeded by the horses or dogs, 
H e Is very quiet an d display*« tin* sam e 
quality of sincerity in private that i/as 
ever m arked him in public, and also per­ 
severance and fortitude, tw o virtues 
th a t he possesses in great m easure 
T here was never a m oment w hen he 
w as at home th a t be was not devoting 
his tim e to th** study of w ar. H e rend 
constantly, w ith the ^ F r book« piled 
about him, He w as e\**r prepared for 
w ar, nnd every inch of him w a s for 
w a r w hen it came. 
Politely asking tl/nt I be given some 
anecdotes of the general w hile 01/ the 
battlefield, Mrs. Nogi very graciously 
consented. 
D uring the C hina-Japan xvnr General 
Nogi. a fte r the cap ture of K inchnu. vis 
itod a field hospital, carrying tw o beau­ 
tiful Chinese overcoats 
0/1 his arm 
w hose cost w as m any yens. 
“These overcoats,” he said to the snr 
geon iii /*harge, "w ere given to in«* by 
M ajor G eneral Yamajl, my superior, 
and I now give them t<> th e hospital. I 
do not need them , and I w an t them 
used for tin* patients." 
T hen the general w rote in red ink on 
the coats, “ Presented by M ajor G ener 
al Yamnji to me and then pr/*sentod by 
me for the us«* of the patients of this 
hospital.” 
“ Even his kind w ords were w arm 
clothing for the soldiers.” said the s u r­ 
geon aft«*r Mr. Nogi had gone. 
It w as while taking K inchau th a t Mr, 
Nogi showed great coolness under Hr**. 
On Feb. 11, ten years ago. the great 
O uchaushan fort w as storm ed. 
The 
enem y fired dow n from a great 1/eight 
on our soldiers, a n /1 it w as difthuilt to 
m arch, bu t notw ithstanding the gen­ 
eral coolly led a company o nw ard and 
took up a position ju st below tin* for 
tress, though the bullets w ere flying as 
thick as hail. 
T ow ard evening Mr. 
Nogi expos/si him self to the enemy 
while m aking an observation, w hen 
suddenly a cannon ball struck a few 
f«*«*t from him, an explosion followed, 
and he w as hid from sight. 
H is a n x ­ 
ious soldiers expected to find him killed 
or wounded, b u t w hen the smoke clear­ 
ed aw a y he w as still doing bis d u ty as 
if nothing had happened, and there 
w as no tra**** of w orry «in his stern 
face. 
Iaiter on our victorious arm y took 
Tuliem vau, and while the soldiers were 
energetically repairing the forts and 
oflh*ers w ere planning and «lir«*eting the 
w o rk and engaged in noisy talk General 
Nogi stood erect and, looking tow ard 
th e eastern skies w ith respect and shut 
ting his eyes, cried w ith a flood of 
tear», th us show ing his g ratitu de fot 
the m erit and greatness of tlieem peroi 
whose vim/«* had m ade victory possi 
ble. 
Seeing the general so occupied, 
th e noisy conference tables becam e se­ 
rene, and /ill Hu* officers cried also, 
w hen suddenly the general sboute/l in 
a great voice for the banzai of th e em ­ 
peror and led in the three cheers that 
followed. 
A fter tl/e C hina w a r th e general w ent 
to Form osa as joint co m m ander with 
G overnor General K a b ay am a and aid 
ed iu bri/iging about tin* pacification of 
the natives. 
A t the e«*lebration follow­ 
ing pacification, w hich w as held in the 
palace, one of the generals, holding a 
beautiful an d precious goblet iu his 
hands, asked G eneral Nogi:

Colonel 
Momembelle, 
com­ 
manding the government forces, has 
inflicted a severe defeat on tile rebels. 
President Quintana declares that he 
will not inte rfere between tile law and 
revolutionary 
prisoners, 
of 
whom 
there are 300 already in the hands of 
the government. 


Mere of a Mutiny Than a Revolt. 


The capital is entirely tranquil and 
conditions are normal. Protest against 
the movement is general, and prices 
on the stock exchange have been fully 
maintained in the belief that the out­ 
break will he suppressed within a few 
days. 
The revolutionary leaders, Doc­ 
tors Piro C. Molin, Camille Cretto and 
Hipolito Irigoyen, are represented as 
being men of no 
political influence, 
hut they are assisted by a portion of 
the military forces, which renders the 
insurrection more of a mutiny than of 
a revolution. 
President Quintana was in consulta­ 
tion with members of the cabinet Sun­ 
d a y regarding 
the situation, 
it was 
a g r e e d that energetic measures should 
he taken for tin* suppression of the re­ 
volt. 
General Whitter, at the head of 
a large government force, is within six 
hours’ march of Cordoba, and General 
Fotheringham, who has an adequate 
number of troops, is within about ten 
miles of Mendoza. 


Revolutionists Defeated. 


The government has received news 
that Major Matoso had a fight at Villa 
Maria with a band of 200 revolution­ 
ists proceeding from Cordoba with the 
intention of attacking tile arsenal at 
Rio 
Cuarto.

turned 
back the revolutionists and arrested 
a number of them, who will he sent 
to Buenos Ayres for 
trial before the 
civil courts. 
Mutinous troops from Kau Lorenzo 
have attacked Rosario without success.

2.nun men, is n ear Rosario. 
The 
governor of 
the province 
of 
Mendoza is said to be a prisoner in 
th< hands of tho insurgents. 
In attacks on police stations Satur­

killed, about 30 were injured and some 
230 arrested. 
Order has 
been com­ 
pletely restored and the city presents 
a normal aspect.

Lewes, Del.,Feb. 6.—Thirty men nar­ 
rowly est aped drowning Sunday in the 
icy waters of the Harbor of Refuge at 
the Delaware breakwater aud after be­ 
ing rescued with the 
greatest diili- 
culty tty the crews of two tugs they

to make their 
way to 
shore afoot over the 
heavy ice Hoes 
with which the Delaware 
river and 
bay is blocked. 
Tho men whoso ii vt. 
were imperilled were Charles Jacobs 
and his crew of twenty-nine mon oi 
Philadelphia 
iceboat 
No. 2, 
welch 
made its way down 
tho river 
from 
Philadelphia in an effort to make a 
channel for 
vessels icebound fit the 
breakwater. 
The I eel) oat collided wit ii the sunken 
barge Santiago, the masts and buoys 
of whit h had been 
carried away by

ice jam. 
The 
iceboat 
became

and was 
carried hither and thither by the mo­ 
tion of the- pack. 
While 
drifting in 
this manner 
the iceboat

march, brave as full grown lions, upon 
the very bayonets of the enemy, says 
II. Yeiga, the Tokyo correspondent of 
the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
General 
Nogi's home 
stands 
near 
Aoyiaa park. Tokyo, on the left hand 
side. 
It is a bamboo hedged house, 
something unique in Japan, aud at the 
gate are two beautiful columns 
of 
stone, each with the name Nogi Klten 
on it. 
Nogi translated means tree, and 
in front of the general’s house stands 
a great old pine tree till alone, which 
the day I was there seemed to be beck­ 
oning to the 
wind 
with 
its 
green 
l e a v e s and to be repeating the harsh 
v o i c e of its owner sis he gave com­ 
m a n d s to the army. 
Gn tlu* right hand side of the beau­ 
tiful gate and a little way back there 
stands a small brick built stable, for 
General Nogi lias ever been a famous 
lover of horses, aud his one recreation 
since he became a warrior lins been 
riding. 
Unlike many of our people, he 
is a fine horseman and sits his saddle 
with the cleverness of tin* best riders 
I ever saw in Central park when I 
lived In New York. 
Until he went to 
Manchuria be always kept four or five 
chargers in his stable. 
Ile never failed 
to ride daily nor to caress even those 
horses that remained behind, anxiously 
pawing for tho honor of carrying their 
distinguished general swiftly and safe­ 
ly over the ground. 
Mr. Nogi is eco­ 
nomical by nature and discipline, but 
w hen tie resigned from the army some 
time .after the war with China he beg­ 
ged that he be permitted to take ins 
army horses home with him and feed 
them, saying that the government then 
would not have to spend money on 
them. 
That was the excuse he gave, 
but all his friends knew lie made the 
offer because lie could not hear to be 
separated from his beloved chargers. 
So you know why lie lias built a mag­ 
nificent European stable, which is kept 
very clean and sweet, and takes such 
pride in giving ids horses line care. 
After you pass the stable you walk 
through a finely kept garden, showing 
numerous cherry trees, along a neat 
path to the left, and soon you come 
upon the general’s home. 
It. too, is of 
brick, built in European style, and, like 
the stable, shows that Mr. Nogi is pos­ 
sessed of a progressive mind and be­ 
lieves that lie and Ids family should 
have the best comforts that he can 
give without being at all extravagant. 
Reaching the home, I walked up tli“ 
broad white stone steps, which had 
just been scrubbed, pressed the electric 
button and was politely introduced into 
a most beautiful parlor. 
There w as a 
round teak table in tile center, with 
comfortable leather seated chairs plac­ 
ed artistically about, and above the ta­ 
ble were suspended electric lights. 
Ou 
the front wall and almost covering it 
was ti great map of Asiatic Russia and 
Manchuria. 
Hanging 
by 
the stove 
were Hie imperial decorations in frames, 
while on Hie shelves were stuffed birds, 
photographs of relatives and friends 
and cannon halls. 
Everywhere were 
bookcases, all filled with numerous mil­ 
itary hooks aud all looking as if they 
had been read over and over until their 
contents were known by heart, as my 
American friends would say. The floor 
was hidden by beautiful rugs, bear aud 
tiger skins, while in the entrance were 
four ancient armor cases, a gift saddle, 
spears of all sorts covering the walls, 
and on the hatrack the general’s red 
hats aud other military hats, with gold 
bands, ami several swords. 
I was received by the liitsuji (care­ 
taker), an old man of about fifty years. 
After the ordinary salutations and in 
reply to my questions he politely in­ 
formed me that tlie general’s family 
consisted of his wife, Shiilzo, forty five 
years; Shouten, twenty-six years, first 
son, and I lot en, twenty-four years, sec­ 
ond son. 
The elder son had graduated 
from the military school two years be­ 
fore, had joined the Second army and 
had ended with great honor and valor 
at Nanshan, where he was promoted to 
ti lieutenant after death and decorated. 
The second son graduated December of 
l a s t year. joined the cavalry and went 
to the front with his brother. 
The gen­ 
eral departed soon after, and now the 
wife was iit homo with four servants. 
So much the caretaker told un*. Soon 
I learned that when Shouten w as about 
to leave homo in March he turned to 
his father ti nil said: 
"I nm glad I arn going to the front. 
There is no hope of my coming back, 
and I wish motlier to take the best care 
of herself, 
lf I die please praise my 
deeds. You no doubt will also go to the 
front, hut we may fight in different 
places, so I will tell you goodby now. 
Father, shall we make ti race for the 
good name we may secure on tile bat­ 
tlefield?” 
But before tile father could answer 
Hot on spoke up enthusiastically: 
“Let inc go into the race also.” 
Tin* general smiled and said: 
“Well, it is well. 
The race of us 


three will he very interesting. We sh a ll 
try to win the prize.” 
Some time later, when lie, too, was 
summoned to fight for the emperor, the 
general said: 
“In my house all three of us are sol­ 
diers. It may he possible that all three 
of us will die. 
But I do n it want ii 
funeral from my house until the war is 
ended. Then if all three of us are dead 
we shall have one funeral.” 
That is why there have been no an­ 
cestral rites performed yet for the two 
Bons killed fighting for tile glory and 
virtue of our august emperor. 
When 
at 
the 
front 
General 
Nogi 
makes even the devils cry, hut I learn­ 
ed that in his home ids commands are 
not even heeded by tile horses or dogs. 
Ile is very quiet and displays tile same 
quality of sincerity in private that lins 
ever marked him in public, and also per­ 
severance and fortitude, two v ir tu e s 
that he possesses In great measure. 
There was never a moment when he 
w as ;iI home that lie was not devoting 
his time to the study of war. Ile read 
constantly, with the 
r hooks piled 
about him. He was ever prepared for 
war, and every incli of bin. was for 
war when it came. 
Politely asking that I tie given some 
anecdotes of the general while on the 
battlefield, Mrs. Nog! very graciously 
consented. 
During tile China-Jnpan war General 
Nogi, after tile capture of Kinchau. vis­ 
ited a field hospital, carrying two beau­ 
tiful Chinese overcoats on Ids arm 
whose cost was many yens. 
“These overcoats,” he said to tile sur­ 
geon in charge, “were given to me by 
Major General Yamaji, my superior, 
and I now give them to the hospital. I 
do not need them, and I want them 
used for the patients." 
Then the general wrote iii red ink on 
the coats, “Presented by Major Gener­ 
al Yamaji to me and then presented by 
me for the use of the patients of this 
hospital.” 
“ Even his kind words were warm 
clothing for the soldiers,” said the sur­ 
geon after Mr. Nogi had gone. 
It was while taking Kinchau that Mr. 
Nogi showed great coolness under lire. 
On Feb. ll, ten years ago, Hie great 
Ouchaushan fort w as stormed. 
Tho 
enemy fired down from a great height 
on our soldiers, and it was difficult to 
maruh, hut notwithstanding the gen­ 
eral coolly led a company onward and 
took up a position just below the for 
tress, though the bu I Ads were flying as 
thick as hail. 
Toward evening Mr. 
Nogi exposed himself to the enemy 
while making an observation, when 
suddenly a cannon hall struck a few 
feet from him, an explosion followed, 
and lie was hid from sight. 
His anx­ 
ious soldiers expected to find him killed 
or wounded, hut when Hie smoke clear­ 
ed away lie was still doing Ids duty as 
if nothing had happened, and there 
w as no traee of worry on his stern 
face. 
Later on our victorious army took 
Talienwan, and while the soldiers were 
energetically repairing the forts and 
officers were planning and directing tile 
work and engaged in noisy talk < Jenera I 
Nogi stood erect anti, looking toward 
the eastern skies with respect and shut­ 
ting his eyes, cried with a Hood of 
tears, thus showing his gratitude for 
the merit und greatness of theemperoi 
whose virtue had made victory posse 
blo. 
Seeing the general so occupied, 
the noisy conference tables became se­ 
rene, and till the officers cried also, 
when suddenly the general shouted in 
a great voice for the banzai of the em­ 
peror and led in Hie three dicers that 
followed. 
After the China war Hie general went 
to Formosa as joint commander with 
Governor General Kabayama and aid­ 
ed in bringing about the pacification of 
the natives. 
At Hie celebration follow­ 
ing pacification, which was held in the 
palace, one of tile generals, holding a 
beautiful and precious goblet in his 
hands, asked General Nogi: 
“Will you, too, take some souvenir to 
Japan?” 
“ What souvenir?” General Nogi ask­ 
ed. 
The general replied: “Why do you 
ask what souvenir? 
W hy don’t you 
take something—-this goblet, for exam ­ 
ple? 
Is it not beautiful?” 
General Nogi flamed with anger. 
H e 
cried, “I did not come here to steal,” 
and, picking up an expensive dish, he 
broke it to pieces. 
There was a pause. 
Then Governor 
General Kabayama laughingly turned 
to the company. 
“Nogi Is really a hero,” he said. 
The hour having come for my de­ 
parture, I most politely bade all good­ 
by, and as I walked down Hie neatly 
kept path through the beautiful gar­ 
dens and past the neat brick stable to 
the entrance I realized that our great 
general is as great at home as on the 
battlefield.

Rueños Ayres, Feb. 6.—Owing to the 
partial interruption of telegraphic and 
itdlway services precise information 
conrerning the insurrectionary move­ 
ment in the provinces is unobtainable, 
but the yt'vcrnment evidently is in pos­ 
session of favorable messages, which 
express confidence in the prompt sup­ 
pression of the outbreak. 
The move­ 
ment is now limited to the provinces 
of Rosario, Santa Fo, Mendoza, Cordo­ 
ba and Southern 
Buenos Ayres and 
sections south between the Platte riv­ 
er and Bahia Blanca, 
where it is re­ 
ported 
Colonel 
Momembelle, 
com­ 
manding the government forces, has 
inflicted a severe defeat on the rebels. 
President Quintana declares that he 
will not interfere between the law and 
revolutionary 
prisoners, 
of 
whom 
there are 300 already in the hands of 
the government. 


Mere of a Mutiny Than a Revolt. 


The capital is entirely tranquil and 
conditions are normal. Protest against 
the movement is general, and prices 
on the stock exchange have been fully 
maintained in the belief that the out­ 
break will bo suppressed within a few 
days. 
The revolutionary leaders, Doc­ 
tors Piro C. Molin, Camille Cretto and 
Hipólito Irigoyen, are represented as 
being men of no 
political influence, 
but they are assisted by a portion of 
the militarv forces, which renders the 
insurrection more of a mutiny than of 
a revolution. 
President Quintana was in consulta­ 
tion with members of the cabinet Sun­ 
day regarding 
the situation. 
It was 
agreed that energetic measures should 
he taken for the suppression of the re­ 
volt. 
General Wintter, at the head of 
a large government force, is within six 
hours’ march of Cordoba, and General 
Fotheringham, who has an adequate 
number of troops, is within about ten 
miles of Mendoza. 


Revolutionists Defeated. 
The government has received news 
that Major Matoso had a tight at Villa 
Maria with a band of 200 revolution­ 
ists proceeding from Cordoba with the 
intention of attacking the arsenal at 
Rio 
Cuarto. 
Major 
Matoso 
turned 
hack the revolutionists and arrested 
a number of them, who will he sent 
to Buenos Ayres for 
trial before the 
civil courtr. 
Mutinous troops from Fan Lorenzo 
have attacked Rosario without success. 
They were obliged t o retire. 
General 
B o n a vides, 
with 
reinforcements 
of 
2,f»00 men, is near Rosario. 
The 
governor of 
the province 
of 
Mendoza is said to be a prisoner in 
the hands of the insurgents. 
Tn attacks on police stations Satur­ 
day 
morning 
several 
rioters 
wore 
kilb d. about 30 were injured and some 
230 arrested. 
Order has 
been com­ 
pletely restored and the city presents 
n normal aspect. 
The

Narrowly Escape Death W h e n Iceboat 
Sinks at Lewes, Del. 
Lewes, Del.,Feb. 6.—Thirty men nar­ 
rowly escaped drowning Sunday in the 
icy waters of the Harbor of Keiuge at 
the Delaware breakwater and after be­ 
ing rescued with the 
greatest diifl- 
culty by the crews of two tugs they 
were forced 
to make their 
way to 
shore aloot over the 
Heavy kt* floes 
with which the Delaware 
river a n . 
bay is blocked. 
The men whose iiv* 
were imperilled were Charles Jacobs 
and bis crew of twenty-nine im n ol 
Philadelphia 
iceboat 
No. 2 
which 
made its way down 
the river 
from 
Philadelphia in an effort to make a 
channel for vessels icebound at the 
breakwater. 
The iceboat collided with the sunken 
barge Santiago, the masts and buoys 
of which had been 
carried away by 
the 
ice jam. 
The 
iceboat 
became 
wedged in the 
mass of ice 
and was 
carried hither and thither by the mo­ 
tion of the pack. 
While 
drifting in 
this m anner 
the iceboat 
struck the 
barge and a large hole was stove in 
her hull. 
Immediately the boat began 
to fill with w ater and 
signals of dis­ 
tress were hoisted and they were an­ 
swered by the tugs Teaser and Boxer. 
After a difficult 
and dangerous trip 
the tug boats drew 
near enough to 
throw a line to the sinking iceboat and 
one 
by one 
the crew were 
hauled 
aboard 
the rescuing tugs. 
Tiie 
ice 
jam prevented the tugs from docking 
and the crt-w of the iceboat, stiff from 
exposure, and nearly exhausted, man­ 
aged to complete a perilous journey 
afoot across the ice fields to shore. 
Some 
of the men saved 
a few of 
their belongings. 
The 
iceboat sank 
soon after the crew was taken off. 
Navigation is almost at a standstill 
on the Delaware because of the ice, 
which 
is jamming the stream 
from 
Trenton, N. J., to the breakw ater and 
extends nearly ton miles out to sea. 
There is a large fleet of vessels ot 
all kinds at the breakw ater unable to 
make any headway against the jain.

It was on the afternoon of Oct. 31, 
1004, that 1 runde my visit to the home 
of our devilish officer, General Nogi, 
who took on ids shoulders the full bur- i 
den of the siege of I’ort Arthur and 
whose commands, issued by the virtue 
of our august emperor, even then were 
drowning the thundering voices of the 
cannon and causing ids soldiers to 
march, brave as full grown lions, upon 
the very bayonets of the enemy, says 
II. Yeiga, the Tokyo correspondent of 
the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
General 
Nogi’s home stands near 
Aoyma park, Tokyo, on the left hand 
side. 
It is a bamboo hedged house, 
something unique in Japan, and at the 
gate are two beautiful columns of 
stone, each with the name Nogi Ivitcn 
on it. 
Nogi translated means tree, and 
in front of tDo general’s house stands 
a great old pine tree all alone, which 
the day 1 was there seemed to be beck­ 
oning to the wind 
with its green 
leaves and to be repeating the harsh 
v o i c e of its owner as be gave com­ 
mands to the army. 
< m the right hand side of the beau­ 
tiful gate and a little way back there 
stands a small brick built stable, for 
General Nogi lias ever been a famous 
lover of horses, and ids one recreation 
since be became a warrior lias been 
riding. 
Unlike many of our people, be 
is a fine horseman and sits Ids saddle 
with the cleverness of the best riders 
I ever saw in Central park when I 
lived in New York. 
Until he went to 
Manchuria lie always kept four or five 
chargers in his stable. lie never failed 
to ride daily nor to caress even those 
horses that remained behind, anxiously 
pawing for the honor of carrying their 
distinguished general swiftly and safe­ 
ly over the ground. 
Mr. Nogi is eco­ 
nomical by nature and discipline, but 
when lie resigned from the army some 
time after the war with China he beg­ 
ged that he be permitted to take ids 
army horses home with him and feed 
them, saying that the government then 
would not have to spend money on 
them. 
That was the excuse he gave, 
but all his friends knew he made the 
offer because lie could not bear to lie 
separated from his beloved chargers. 
So you know why lie lias built a mag­ 
nificent European stable, which is kept 
very clean and sweet, and takes such 
pride in giving ids horses line care. 
After you pass the stable you walk 
through a finely kept garden, showing 
numerous cherry trees, along a neat 
path to the left, and soon you come

ed that in his home Ids commands are 
not even heeded by the horses or dogs. 
H e is very quiet and displays the same 
quality of sincerity in private that lias 
ever marked him in public, and also per­ 
severance and fortitude, two virtues 
that he p o s s e s s e s In great measure. 
There was never a moment when be 
was at home that be was not devoting 
Ids time to the study of war. lie read 
constantly, with the 
r b o o k s piled 
about him. He was ever prepared for 
war, and every inch of Din. was for 
w ar when it came. 
Politely asking that I lie given some 
anecdotes of the general while on the 
battlefield, Mrs. Nogi very graciously 
consented. 
During the Chinn-.Japnn w ar General 
Nogi. after the capture of Klnehnu. vis­ 
ited a field hospital, carrying two beau­ 
tiful Chinese overcoats on Ids arm 
whose cost was many yens. 
“These overcoats,” he said to the sur­ 
geon in charge, "were given to me by 
Major General Yamaji, my superior, 
and I now give them to the hospital. I 
do not need them, and I want them 
used for the patients.” 
Then the general wrote in red ink on 
the coats, “Presented by Major Gener­ 
al Yamaji to me and then presented by 
me for the use of the patients of this 
hospital.” 
“ Even ids kind words were warm 
clothing for the soldiers,” said the sur­ 
geon after Mr. Nogi had gone 
It was while taking Kinchau that Mr. 
Nogi showed great coolness under tin 
On Feb. 11, ten years ago. the great 
Ouchaushnn fort was stormed. 
The 
enemy fired down from a great height 
on our soldiers, and it was difficult to 
march, but notwithstanding the gen­ 
eral coolly led a company onward and 
took lip a position just below the for 
tress, though the bullets were flying as 
thick as bail. 
Toward evening Mr. 
Nogi exposed himself to the enemy 
while making an observation, when 
suddenly a cannon ball struck a few 
feet from him, an explosion followed, 
and he was ldd from sight. 
Ills anx­ 
ious soldiers expected to find him killed 
or wounded, but when the smoke clear­ 
ed aw ay he was still doing his duty as 
if nothing had happened, and there 
was no trace of worry on his stern 
face. 
Later on our victorious army took 
Talienwan, and while the soldiers were 
energetically repairing the forts and 
officers were planning and directing the 
work and engaged in noisy talk General 
Nogi stood erect and, looking toward 
the eastern skies with respect and shut­ 
ting his eyes, cried with a tlood of 
tears, tlms showing his gratitude for

Reaching the home, I walked up the 
broad white stone steps, which had 
just been scrubbed, pressed the electric 
button and was politely introduced into 
a most beautiful parlor.

ble were suspended electric lights. On 
the front wall and almost covering it 
was a great map of Asiatic Russia and 
Manchuria. 
Hanging by the stove 
were the imperial decorations in frames, 
while on the shelves were stuffed birds, 
photographs of relatives and friends 
and cannon balls. 
Everywhere were

American friends would say. The floor 
was hidden by beautiful rugs, bear and 
tiger skius. while in the entrance were 
four ancient armor cases, a gift saddle, 
spears of all sorts covering the walls, 
and on the bat rack the general's red 
hats and other military hats, with gold 
bands, and several swords. 
I was received by the hltsuji (care­ 
taker), an old man of about fifty years. 
After the ordinary salutations and in 
reply to my questions lie politely in­ 
formed me that the general’s family 
consisted of his wife, Shidzo, forty-five 
years; Shouton, twenty-six years, first 
son, and Hoten, twenty-four years, sec­ 
ond son. The elder son had graduated 
from the military school two years be 
fore, had joined the Second army and 
had ended with great honor and valor 
at Nanslian. where he was promoted to 
a lieutenant after death and decorated. 
The second son graduated December of 
last year, joined the cavalry and went 
to tin* front with his brother. The gen­ 
eral departed soon after, and now the 
wife was at homo with four servants. 
So much the caretaker told me. Soon 
I learned that when Sliouten was about 
to leave home in March he turned to 
bis father and said: 
"I am glad 1 am going to the front. 
There is no iiope of my coming back, 
and 1 wish mother to take the best care 
of herself. 
If I die please praise my 
deeds. You no doubt will also go to the 
front, but we may tight in different 
places, so I will tell you goodby now. 
Father, shall we make a race for the 
good name we may secure on the bat­ 
tlefield?” 
But before the father could answer 
Hoten spoke up enthusiastically: 
“ Let me go into the race also.” 
The general smiled and said: 
“Well, it Is well.

Seeing the general so occupied, 
the noisy conference tables became st*- 
rene, and all the officers cried also, 
when suddenly the general shouted in 
a great voice for the banzai of the em­ 
peror and led in the three cheers that 
followed. 
After the China w ar the general went 
to Formosa as joint commander with 
Governor General K abayam a and aid­ 
ed in bringing about the pacification oí 
the natives. At the celebration follow­ 
ing pacification, which was held in the 
palace, one of the generals, holding a 
beautiful and precious goblet in bis 
hands, asked General Nogi: 
“Will you, too, take some souvenir to 
Japan?” 
“ W hat souvenir?” General Nogi ask­ 
ed. 
The general replied: “Why do you 
ask what souvenir? 
W hy don’t you 
take something—this goblet, for exam ­ 
ple? 
Is it not beautiful?” 
General Nogi flamed with anger. 
He 
cried, “I did not come here to steal,” 
and, picking up an expensive dish, he 
broke it to pieces. 
There was a pause. 
Then Governor 
General K abayam a laughingly turned 
to the company. 
“Nogi Is really n hero,” he said. 
The hour having come for my de­ 
parture, I most politely bade all good- 
by, and as I walked down the neatly 
kept path through the beautiful gar­ 
dens and past the neat brick stable to 
the entrance I realized th at our great 
general is as great at home as on the 
battlefield.
